sinistry of foreign affairs and, with reference to the 
british Charge d'affaires' iote to His Sxecellerncy the Acting 
.inister for Foreign Affairs 0.037 of 3rd December 1947, 
has the honour to state that reports have been received 
of iregi nationals equipped with firearms entering 
Palestine for the purpose of causing disorder. 
2. The smbassy trusts taat if there is any truth in these 
reports the uinistry will use treir good cffices to Induce 
fragi volunteers clveady in +alestine to withdraw, and to 
prevent any further individuais or bandas of tnis nature 
from entering ralestine so lon¢ as iis sdajesty's Government 
resain responsible for preserving law and order in that 
territory. The uidbassy wouid stress the iaportance of 
ensuring against any possibiiity of clashes betweeu Iraqi 
nationals and the sritish forces in ralestine, and has 
every confidence that the ira.i Governwent wiil pursue 
a policy in accordance with the assurances of various 
arab spokesmen that the Arabs would refrain from causing 
eubarrassment to iis jajesty's Governwent so long as the 
latter continue to be the responsible authority in 
ralestine. 

His majesty's bubassy avaiis itself of this 
opportunity to renew the expression of its highest
